Eſcapes which Farringdon's corrupt Management had occaſioned, then Mr. Taylor was 
pitched upon as a proper Succeſſor ; with this only difference, that Taylor was to pay 
Faringdon the Rent, and. to Faringdon gave the Conſideration for his Admiſſion, an-d 
Was himſelf to have the ſole Management; in which he too well imitated Mr. Farring- 
don's Example, in ſuffering Men in Execution, as well as under Mean Proceſs, to go 
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whom Mr. Rutland had recover'd Judgment for about 150 J. unleſs the Plaintiff would 
give him Bond to pay him One Third of the Money when he made an end with 
the Defendant : But after ſome time was prevailed with to accept of a Bond for 
Thirty Guineas, to be paid by the Plaintiff, when the Plaintiff had diſcharg'd the

Mr. Briggs, quit the Employment and his Native Countrey together. 
This Oppoſition is carried on as well for Farringden's as Taylor's Intereſt, who are 
very unwilling to part with an Employment, in the Abuſe whereof they do annnally 
raiſe ſuch conſiderable Sums, in defiance of all Law, and to the defrauding the Plain- 
riffs of fuch proper Methods for ſatisfaction as the Law allows. 
Note, When Briggs left the Office, he had above a THOUSAND Priſoners, 
but turned over to Taylor not above 120; ſo that he did ſuffer about NINE 
HUN DR E D Velunarily to Eſcape, for Taylor could take Cognizance of none 
but thoſe turn'd oyer to him. 7
